Professor Nipher is the inventor cf a

The experiments were made merely to 
verify testa previously made with tho 
air dicks and were entirely satisfactory.

"Oa teveral occasioue, while we- 


were banting for cltcr and o*}:ci 
game, a group of baboons would be 
Been hovering over one of thfcii 
number who appeared to be uaabk 
to move. It was easy to approach 
him, as bo was too feeble to escape. 
His companions scampered away 
and watched me at a short distance. 
with amusing curiosity. Inquiring 
of tho natives what the trouble was. 
I found that the baboons were fre- 
quently taken ill with sorno chest 
trouble which was similar to that 
from which the natives themselves 
suffered. This I learned afterward 
was phthisis, which id not uncom- 
mon among the blacks in the lower 
Kongo district. 


"In the wild and altaoet uninhab- 


ited country about 150 miles north 
of Cape Town, in South Africa, the 
common baboon is very numerous. 
An English officer who lived in thsr 
region told me the natives frequent 
ly contracted phthisis on their visit* 
to Cape Town, and it seemed proba- 
ble that the sputum of this people, 
being carelessly voided in their gar- 
dens and about their houses, was 
communicated to the baboons in 
some of their marauding expedi- 
tions. It was not an uncGisrnaD 
eight to see a sick baboon present- 
ing tho same symptoms as the na- 
tives when suffering from phthisis. 


"I soon bad an opportunity to 


verify this fact. One day, while 
hunting in the adjacent hills, I came 
across a baboon lying on the ground 
who was extremely emaciated and 
had a severe and violent cough. At 
that time the existence of the tuber- 
cle bacillus was not known, but I 
felt sure that the animal was suffer- 
ing from pulmonary tuberculosis." 


Dr. Mitchell adds some of the re- 


sults of his investigation* among 
our domestic animals and those used 
for food. He says: 


"The common ox ie frequently 


afflicted with pulmonary tubercu- 
losis; KO ranch BO, in fact, as to 
make necessary n rigid surveillance 
of our great abattoirs by competent 
and authorized inspectors. Undoubt- 
edly these animals contract the dis- 
ease from their long and close prox- 
imity to man. 


"The dog and the cat are both ex 


tremely liable to pulmonary tuber- 
culobis, acd this would gceia almost 
a foregone fact from their intimate 
association with man. 


"The duck, the googo and the do- 


mestic fowl rarely, but occasionally, 
contract this disease. It is not irn 
probable that other animals fall vic- 
tims to tuberculosis, but they do not 
specially interest us. It is tboso ani- 
mals with which we deal daily, nnd 
whose flesh and milk we consume as 
articles of food, that interest us 
most closely."

Thrown from Three Flat Cars of 


a Rapidly Moving Train.

CAUGHT ON THE STREETS. 


A peculiar accident bap]>ened to a 


C., H. & D. train at Piqua Friday 
uigbt as it was rounding the cunt* 
just north of the city. On three llat 
cars there was being shipped a jtLite 
girder for a bridge. The girder was 
«-ighty-five feet four inches long, nine 
feet deep and nine feet six iw'im 
wide and weighed over 85,000 jxiunds. 
It wag supposed to have been properly 
fastened when placed on the cars 
the Toledo bridge works at Toledo. 
The ones placing it on the cars did nut 
think that a mass as heavy as the 
girder was could slip. As tlio three 
cars moved around the 
curve at

of iron to siide to one side of the car 
and fall to tho ground. The gnuK- 
there is over fifteen feet high, and tho 
girder never stopped rolling until it 
reached level ground. 
The conductor 


never discovered that the iron was 
missing until the train arrived at 
Tippecanoe City. How so large and 
heavy a mass of iron could have fal- 
len "from the cars without causing 
damage to the cars or a wreck could 
not be understood by the trainmen nor 
the officials of the road. 
Had the ac- 


cident happened in a cut an awful 
wreck would have resulted. 
To re- 


place the girder on the cars will re- 
quire the services of several men for 
several days. The work will be tedi- 
ous, aod by the time the girder arrives 
at its destination the railroad com- 
pany will not have made much money 
in the transportation of it.
